Proof of blacklisting is con- 
tained in a document issued on 
May 22nd last, before the strike 
started, by Stewart Strathman, 
growers’ representative. Headed, 
“This report is confidental 
the receiver, not for publication 
or dissemination.” 

The document stated that all 
applicants for work should be 
checked with the names listed, 
with the clear implication that 
“agitators” should be refused 
work. 

ILLEGAL 

Although blacklisting is illegal 
in California, a total of 67 names 
were on the list, some described 
as “actively in favor of the 1935 
strikes” and others listed under 
the heading, “PLAIN BAD AC- 
TORS AND AGITATORS 
NOT PICKERS,” as follows:

PROFITEERS

Faced with deportation to Nazi Germany, 
Ervin Muhlman wrote the following letter 
to the American Committee for Protection 
of Foreign Born, New York City, asking for 
help in fighting the deportation proceedings 
and stating he “would rather stay here five 
years in jail than go back to Germany”: 

“I.am writing you from this jail where 
I am waiting for deportation and help. I 
came here at the end of September as a 
wiper on the ship Konigstein, Arnold Bern- 
stein Company, from Antwerp to New York. 
I jumped the boat, in order to make a liv- 
ing here in the United States. I didn't have 
an American visa in my German passport 
for entering the United States.

SUNBURN 

Some of our readers have the opportunity 
this summer to expose themselves to the 
sun’s rays at the beaches. Usually, this op- 
portunity does not last very long ‘so that” 
one does not have time to attain a gradual 
tan. The result is ; 
that many people 
have to go through 
the, agony af .:2 
flaming, blistering 
back after a day 
at the beach. Many 
burn even if they 
ean take their sun 
gradually. 

The best method 
to protect oneself 
against burning and 
yet work up a good 
tan is to keep well 
rubbed with Nivea

skin from excessive rays but allows most 
of the health-giving rays to. come through.

POISON OAK 


Another subject of interest to vacation- 
ers is that of poison oak. I shall reyiew a 
few of the suggestions made on the sub- 
ject in previous articles. 

The leaves of the plant contain an oily 
dust which is rubbed off on a person’s ° 
clothes or skin if he comes in contact with. 


| it. This dust may also be carried by the. 


wind, which is the reason that very sensi- 
tive people sometimes get an attack with- 
out touching the plant. The dust may be 
transferred to the skin of another person 
who has been miles away from any poison 
oak plants. However, it is not “catching” 
after the itching has broken out, for by that 
time, the dust has been washed or rubbed 
away. 

When one suspects that he has been ex- 
posed to poison oak, he should take a hot 
bath “as soon as possible, soaping himself 
well with a coarse laundry soap. Then he 
should rub his skin with baking seda. If 
the itching breaks out, the best ointment to 
use is called “calmitol,” except on the spots 
that are weeping. Here, it is best to use 
ecalamine lotion. Clothes should be aired 
for a day before being worn again. .

|THE RESETTLEMENT ADMINISTRATION 


Organized April 30, 1935, by Roosevelt 
and Rexford G. Tugwell, under the Emer- 
gency Relief Act of 1935, the Resettle- 
ment Administration had as its purpose to 
‘ave American farm families from. starva- 
tion and “soundly to rebuild rural life.” 

Forty-four million dollars were allocated 
by Resettlement for the purchase of 9,980, 
303 acres of submarginal land—an average 
of $4.40 per acre. Since thie’ Resettlement 
Administration is a relief agency using re- 
lief money, the question is: Do these pu: 
chases give relief to needy families? 

Tugwell does not say how much of this 
land is being bought from poor families or 
how much of the money goes to them. It 
is known, however that some of the sales 
involved many. thousands of acres. Reset- 
tlement has reported that 22,104 families 
live on the land it is engaged in buying. It’ 
also reports that one-half of these familie, 
will need relief when the land is taken 
from under them. It appears, then, tha? 
the 44 million are being used to take-over 
tax-delinquent land held by the states : _ 
to bail out banks and corporations wi‘h 
large land holdings. A few illustrations 
will make this clear. 


In Billings and Golden Valley, North D 
Kota, Ressettlement is buying 247,000 acres 
on which 50 families live. Though the .cosi 
is $591,681, it reports that 47 of the 50 fam- 
ilies will need financing afiter they are re- 
moved. In Oneida and Cassia, Idaho, it is 
buying 140,000 acres on which 71 familie. 
are located. Yet it admits that 60 of | 
families will need relief when forced to- 
move. 

Resettlement has had trouble evicti> 
farmers from land which it bought. These 
farm families said that the governr — 
had promised to resettle them on _ better 
farms elsewhere but had failed to keep its 
promise. Actually, Resettlement had ear. 
marked $2 million for this purpose. But 
the money was not spent; land was not pro 
vided and few of the evicted families were 
even taken into the rural resettlement pio 
jects. - alae
